non-motorized use. Eli¬ 
gible applicants are city 
and county governments, 
state and federal agen¬ 
cies. 

All trails that have 
received FHWA funding 
must remain open to the 
public and maintained in 
perpetuity.

WHEN SILENCE IS SINEUL 

While it is often wise to keep our opinions 
to ourselves and resist the urge to tell others 
what we think, there are times when it is wrong 
to remain silent. When those who are helpless 
or unable to speak for themselves are being 
intentionally harmed or taken advantage of, those 
who can speak up and help have a duty to do so. 
This principle is often enshrined in the law, for 
instance the laws which protect children usually 
require that anyone who knows that a child is 
being harmed has a duty to report it. People at 
the beginning and end of life and without access 
to the levers of power in their society often lack 
the ability to protect themselves and should be 
protected by those around them. The prophets of 
the Bible often took up the cause of the helpless: 
“Feam to do right; seek justice. Defend the 
oppressed. Take up the cause of the fatherless; 
plead the case of the widow.” (Isaiah 1:17 NIV) 
In the world today we see many cases of ethnic 
or religious minorities being persecuted, from 
Christians in parts of the Mid-East to Muslims in 
countries like Myanmar. Our tribal instincts often 
bring out the worst in us, and good people of all 
faiths should stand up for the basic human rights 
of all God’s children. Standing up to bullies and 
tyrants takes courage and there is no guarantee 
that you won’t be the bully’s next target, but 
doing the right thing sometimes has a high cost.

Rep. Flood files three-cent gas 
fee for safer public school buses 


Calling the school 
bus the first classroom 
most students enter 
every weekday, state 
Rep. Kelly Flood filed 
House Bill 211 that 
would add a three-cent 
fee to the state’s gas 
tax and permanently 
dedicate the revenue to 
replenishing aging bus 
fleets. 

“The state is 
constitutionally 
mandated to provide a 
safe and comprehensive 
learning environment 
for our students, so 
I think my bill is a 
sensible step in the right 
direction,” said Rep. 
Flood, D-Lexington. 
“It will make sure that 
a portion of what we all 
pay for our highways 
goes toward getting our 
students safely to and 
from school. We all 
have a vested interest in 
making sure these buses 
are held to the highest 
standard of care and 
maintenance. 

Her proposed three- 
cent fee would be added 
to the state’s portion of 
the gas tax, which has 
been 26 cents for the 
past three years. All 
of the fee - estimated 
at $90 million - would 
be directed to school 
transportation budgets, 
with $30 million going 
for bonds for new buses 
and $60 million through 
the same formula the 
state now uses to pay 
its share of school 
transportation costs. 

His budget calls for 
the state to drastically 
lower its share of school 
transportationcosts from 


$214 million annually to 
$87 million, with school 
districts called on to 
close the gap. 

“It’s important to 
emphasize that the state 
has not really raised 
its share of school 
transportation costs over 
the past decade, which 
has already caused 
districts to cover an ever- 
increasing amount,” she 
said. “To put it another 
way, it costs about $600 
per student to cover 
their transportation 
needs each year. The 
state is paying $359 
of that now, but would 
drop that to $145 per 
child if the governor’s 
plan becomes law. 

“The governor’s 
budget is a step backward 
because it interferes 
with our long-held 
commitment to help kids 
attend public schools,” 
she added. “Too many 
districts are already 
struggling and simply 
do not have money in 
contingency funds to 
make up the difference. 
We are already seeing 
the disparity between 
the richest and poorest 
districts reach a level 
we had before 1990’s 
education reforms, and 
the governor’s budget 
would just accelerate 
that even further. That’s 
unacceptable.” 

According to the 
Kentucky Department 
of Education, there are 
9,822publicschoolbuses 
in the commonwealth, 
and 2016 budget figures 
showed that more than 
1,700 were at least 15 
years old.

Cooperative Dove Field 
Enrollment Underway 
Sign-up period ends 
Thursday, March 1** 

Kentucky farmers 
can earn some much- 
needed extra cash 
by enrolling in the 
Cooperative Dove Field 
Program. Enrollment is 
underway and continues 
through March 1. 

The Cooperative 
Dove Field Program 
pays landowners to lease 
fields on their property 
for public dove hunting. 

“Landowners may 
earn up to $10,000 in 
the Cooperative Dove 
Field Program,” said 
Wes Little, migratory 
bird biologist for the 
Kentucky Department 
of Fish and Wildlife 
Resources. “They earn 
$300 per acre planted.” 

Little said the 
department has accepted 
fields ranging from six to 
40 acres with additional 
lease payments offered 
for buffers around planted 
fields. “Fields generally 
run from 20 to 30 acres in 
size,” he explained. “But, 
we encourage anyone 
interested to apply.” 

Farmers may plant 
sunfiowers, millet or 
another acceptable crop 
for a public dove field by 
working with a Kentucky 
Fish and Wildlife private 
lands biologist and 
following some simple 
guidelines. 

Payment amounts 
depend on the number of 
acres enrolled, crop type 
and fulfillment of the plot 
management agreement 
with Kentucky Fish and 
Wildlife. 

The department is 
especially interested in 
reaching agreements 
with property owners 
who have acreage in 
underserved areas with 
significant numbers of 
dove hunters. In the west, 
this includes Caldwell, 
Calloway, Christian, 
Daviess, Fulton, Grayson, 
Hardin, Hart, Hickman, 
LaRue, Lyon and Trigg 
counties. In southcentral 
Kentucky, this includes 
Boyle, Cumberland, 
Laurel, Lincoln, Pulaski 


and Wayne counties. 

To get the process 
started, landowners must 
contact their Kentucky 
Fish and Wildlife private 
lands biologist or Natural 
Resources Conservation 
Service liaison. For a 
listing of biologists, 
visit the Kentucky Fish 
and Wildlife homepage 
at www.fw.ky.gov 

and search under the 
keywords, “private lands 
biologist.” Property 
owners may also call 
the department at 1- 
800-858-1549 for more 
information.

Mason/Bracken/ 
Robertson County U.S. 
Department of Agriculture 
(USD A) Farm Service 
Agency (FSA) Executive 
Director Chuck Whitehead 
announced that County 
Committee elections are 
over and the ballots have 
been counted. 

Nathan Gerhard, 
of Maysville, was 
elected to represent 
local administrative area 
(LAA)l in Mason County. 

“County Committee 
members are a critical 
component of the day-to- 
day operations of FSA,” 
said Whitehead. “They 
help deliver programs at 
the county level and work 
to serve the needs of local 
producers. All recently 
elected County Committee 
members will take office 
in January 2018, and will 
be joining the existing 
committee.” Every FSA 
office is required to have 
a County Committee, and 
they are made up of local 
farmers who are elected by 
local farmers. 

Nearly 7,800 FSA 
County Committee 

members serve FSA 
offices nationwide. Each 
committee has three to 
11 elected members who 
serve three-year terms 
of office. One-third of 
County Committee seats 
are up for election each 
year. County Committee 
members impact the 
administration of FSA 
within a community by 
applying their knowledge 
and judgment to help FSA 
make important decisions 
on its commodity support 
programs, conservation 
programs, indemnity 
and disaster programs, 
emergency programs and 
eligibility. 

County Committee 
members impact pro¬ 
ducers through their 
decision making and 
help shape the culture of 
a local FSA office. They 
also ensure the fair and 
equitable administration 
of FSA farm programs 
in their counties and 
are accountable to the 
Secretary of Agriculture. 
Members conduct 

hearings and reviews as 
requested by the State 
Committee, ensure socially 
disadvantaged (SDA) 
farmers and ranchers 
are fairly represented, 
make recommendations 
to the State Committee 
on existing programs, 
monitor changes in farm 
programs and inform 
farmers of the purpose 
and provisions of FSA 
programs. They also assist 
with outreach and inform 
underserved producers 
such as beginning farmers 
and ranchers about FSA 
opportunities.

RECOVERY BY ENVIRONMENTAL SURCHARGE OF KENTUCKY UTILITIES COMPANY’S AMENDMENT TO ITS 
2016 ENVIRONMENTAL COMPLIANCE PLAN 

PLEASE TAKE NOTICE that Kentucky Utilities Company (“KU”) is filing with the Kentucky Public Service Commission (“Commis¬ 
sion”) on January 26,2018 in Case No. 2017-00483, an Application pursuant to Kentucky Revised Statute 278.183 for approval of an amend¬ 
ment to Project 36 of its 2016 Environmental Compliance Plan for the purpose of recovering the capital costs associated with new pollution 
control facilities (“Amended Project 36”) through an increase in the environmental surcharge on customers’ bills beginning August 30,2018 
under KU’s existing Electric Rate Schedule ECR, also known as the environmental cost recovery surcharge. The total capital cost of Amended 
Project 36 in KU’s 2016 Environmental Compliance Plan is estimated to be $14.7 million. 

Cn August 8,2016, the Commission approved KU’s 2016 Environmental Compliance Plan, including the original Project 36, and 
granted an associated Certificate of Public Convenience and Necessity in Case No. 2016-00026. The total capital cost of the original Project 
36 was then estimated to be $11.9 million. Following the approval of this project, KU continued to evaluate the timing of and capacity needs 
for Phase II of the landfill at the E.W. Brown Generation Station (“Brown”), and construction did not begin prior to the one-year expiration of the 
Certificate of Public Convenience and Necessity authorization. The increase in the total capital cost between the original Project 36 and the 
cost of the now proposed amendment to Project 36 is estimated to be $2.8 million. 

Federal and state environmental regulations require KU to build and upgrade equipment and facilities that produce energy from 
coal to operate in an environmentally sound manner. Specifically, KU is seeking Commission approval of a Certificate of Public Convenience 
and Necessity for the construction of Phase II of the landfill at Brown and to cap and close any remaining surface area of the Brown Main Ash 
Pond. This construction project is an amendment to Project 36 of KU’s 2016 Environmental Compliance Plan that was approved by the 
Commission in 2016. 

Additionally, KU is seeking an order approving Amended Project 36 for purposes of recovering the costs of the new pollution 
control facilities through its Environmental Surcharge tariff. Amended Project 36 is required for KU to comply with the U.S. Environmental 
Protection Agency’s federal Hazardous and Solid Waste Management System; Disposal of Coal Combustion Residuals from Electric Utilities 
(“Federal CCR Rule”), and other environmental requirements that apply to KU facilities used in the production of energy from coal. The total 
capital cost of the new pollution control facilities for which KU is seeking recovery at this time is estimated to be $14.7 million. C&M costs 
related to amended Phase II will be similar to C&M costs incurred in Phase I and are not distinguishable. If Amended Project 36 is approved, 
KU plans to continue to recover its Brown CCR Landfill C&M costs through its environmental surcharge as part of Project 29 in KU’s 2011 ECR 
Plan. 

The impact on KU’s Group 1 customers is estimated to be a 0.05% increase in 2018 with a maximum increase of 0.13% in 2020. 
Group 1 includes Rate Schedules RS, AES, and all Lighting Rates. For a KU residential customer using 1,122 kilowatt hours per month (kWh/ 
mo), the initial monthly increase is expected to be $0.06 during 2018, with the maximum monthly increase expected to be $0.15 during 2020. 
AES customers using 21,341 kWh/mo could expect a monthly increase of $0.97 up to $2.50. Lighting Energy customers using 9,307 kWh/mo 
could expect a monthly increase of $0.34 up to $0.87. Traffic Energy customers using 160 kWh/mo and Lighting Service and Restricted 
Lighting Service customers using 61 kWh/mo could expect a monthly increase of $0.01 up to $0.02. 

The impact on KU’s Group 2 customers is estimated to be a 0.08% increase in 2018 with a maximum increase of 0.19% in 2020. 
Group 2 includes Rate Schedules GS, PS-Secondary (PSS), PS-Primary (PSP), Time of Day Secondary (TODS), Time of Day Primary 
(TODP), Retail Transmission Service (RTS), Fluctuating Load Service (FLS), School Power Service (SPS), School Time of Day Service 
(STOD), and Outdoor Sports Lighting Service (ODL). 

GS customers using 1,805 kWh/mo could expect a monthly increase of $0.13 up to $0.34. 

PSS customers using 39,535 kWh/mo could expect a monthly increase of $1.85 up to $4.78. 

PSP customers using 82,036 kWh/mo could expect a monthly increase of $3.92 up to $10.14. 

TODS customers using 245,344 kWh/mo could expect a monthly increase of $8.76 up to $22.67. 

TODP customers using 1,241,109 kWh/mo could expect a monthly increase of $35.48 up to $91.81. 

RTS customers using 4,160,317 kWh/mo could expect a monthly increase of $106.75 up to $276.26. 

FLS customers using 46,076,466 kWh/mo could expect a monthly increase of $1,033.18 up to $2,673.67. 

SPS and ODL customers could expect monthly increases consistent with PSS and PSP customers using the same kWh/mo. 

STOD customers could expect monthly increases consistent with TODS customers using the same kWh/mo. 

The Environmental Surcharge Application described in this Notice is proposed by KU. However, the Public Service Commission 
may issue an order modifying or denying KU’s Environmental Surcharge Application. Such action may result in an environmental surcharge 
for customers other than the environmental surcharge described in this Notice.

Income Tax Season 

DOR focus is on information safety; 
taxpayers urged to e-File early 


Now that we have 
turned the calendar and 
begun 2018, we are re¬ 
minded that income tax 
season is just around the 
corner. 

The Kentucky De¬ 
partment of Revenue 
(DOR) is finalizing its 
processes and proce¬ 
dures, striving to make 
this the most efficient 
and safe filing season 
possible. 

The IRS will begin 
accepting both elec¬ 
tronic and paper federal 
tax returns on Jan. 29. 
They will begin process¬ 
ing paper returns later 
in mid-February as IRS 
system updates continue. 
The IRS expects the ear¬ 
liest Earned Income Tax 
Credit (EITC) and Ad¬ 
ditional Child Tax Credit 
(ACTC) related refunds 
to be available in tax¬ 
payer bank accounts or 
on debit cards starting on 
Feb. 27, 2018. 

The filing deadline 
to submit both federal 
and Kentucky individual 
income tax returns has 
been extended to Tues¬ 
day, April 17, 2018, be¬ 
cause April 15th falls on 
a Sunday and April 16th 
is a legal holiday in the 
District of Columbia. 

DOR asks Kentucky 
taxpayers to file as early 
as possible and will also 
begin accepting both 
electronic and paper tax 
returns on Jan. 29. The 
state will begin process¬ 
ing individual income 
tax refunds as soon as 
possible and not later 
than Monday, Feb. 26, 
2018. This date has been 
pushed back from Ken¬ 
tucky’s usual Feb. 15 date 
to allow more time to test 
counter-fraud measures 
using actual data. 

Once individuals file 
their Kentucky tax re¬ 
turns, the fastest and easi¬ 
est way to get state refund 
status information is to 
visit https ://iitrefundsta- 


tus.ky.gov/TRFWeb/in- 
dex.j sp. Representatives 
are also available Mon¬ 
day through Friday from 
8:00 a.m. through 6:00 
p.m. to answer taxpayer 
questions at (502) 564- 
4581. 

Fraud prevention is 
critical for all taxpayers 
and DOR will continue 
to emphasize multiple 
protection measures to 
ensure important tax in¬ 
formation will remain 
confidential and safe 
from potential fraudsters. 

“Data breaches are a 
risk to everyone and we 
want to take every pre¬ 
caution to protect tax¬ 
payer information,” said 
Daniel Bork, DOR Com¬ 
missioner. “By adding 
more testing time of real 
data, we will have even 
more confidence in our 
already extensive fraud 
prevention procedures.” 

During the 2017 tax 
season, Kentucky’s anti¬ 
fraud measures helped 
save over $33 million 
from being stolen by po¬ 
tential fraudsters. While 
2017 was a difficult year 
for data breaches, as mul¬ 
tiple large businesses and 
institutions have had se¬ 
curity issues, Kentucky 
is committed to informa¬ 
tion safety. 

Commissioner Bork 
reiterated, “Major corpo¬ 
rations all over the world 
have been victims of data 
breaches that put citi¬ 
zens’ personal informa¬ 
tion at risk. Safeguarding 
taxpayer information is 
priority number one for 
us, and we will continue 
to remain vigilant in pro¬ 
tecting this vital informa¬ 
tion.” 

DOR reminds all 
taxpayers to file early 
and electronically. “We 
urge all taxpayers to e- 
file their returns; it is the 
most efficient way to file 
and will greatly assist in 
getting the refund much 
faster,” Bork stated.

State Makes Applying for 
Child Care Assistance 
Easier for Families 


It’s now easier for 
Kentucky families to ap¬ 
ply for child care assis¬ 
tance funds. The Cabinet 
for Health and Family 
Services (CHFS) Depart¬ 
ment for Community 
Based Services (DCBS) 
has moved eligibil¬ 
ity services for its Child 
Care Assistance Program 
(CCAP) into benefind, 
the public assistance web 
portal used by customers 
to apply for other state 
assistance programs. 

The online service, 
benefind, is already the 
single access point for 
customers to apply for 
Medicaid, the Kentucky 
Children’s Health Insur¬ 
ance Program (KCHIP), 
Supplemental Nutri¬ 
tion Assistance Program 
(food benefits) and the 
Kentucky Transition As¬ 
sistance Program (KTAP, 
also known as welfare). 

CHFS Secretary 
Vickie Yates Brown Glis- 
son said that the transition 
means that customers 
will be able to apply for 
all of their benefits with a 
single application or add 
programs as needed. 

“Among our CCAP 
customers, 93 percent 
are already receiving 
one type of assistance 
through benefind,” Sec¬ 
retary Glisson said. “This 
is much more user-friend¬ 
ly for our customers, as 
they can apply, recertify 
and report changes to 
their child care situation 
all in one place.” 

Prior to the transi¬ 
tion, customers were re¬ 
quired to contact their 
local Child Care Council 
representative separately 


to apply for CCAP. And 
CCAP recipients were re¬ 
quired to report changes 
in their circumstances to 
both DCBS and the Child 
Care Council. 

Glisson said through 
benefind, CCAP families 
now have access to an 
eligibility worker in ev¬ 
ery county during busi¬ 
ness hours, which was 
not available previously. 
Families are also able to 
receive important notices 
and other correspondence 
online through their bene¬ 
find accounts. 

DCBS Commission¬ 
er Adria Johnson said 
that there is a significant 
cost savings to this inte¬ 
grated approach, which 
eliminates a $7.1 million 
contract for the CCAP 
enrollment services. 

“Our main benefit is 
improved and faster cus¬ 
tomer service, but this 
cost savings is something 
we can pass along to the 
people of Kentucky,” 
Johnson said. 

According to the 
Commissioner, when 
caregivers apply for 
CCAP, DCBS eligibility 
staff can tell them if they 
are eligible for other ben¬ 
efits; Child Care Coun¬ 
cil staff were not able to 
make those kind of deter¬ 
minations. 

The shared data mod¬ 
el of benefind will also 
reduce administrative er¬ 
rors and fraud, Johnson 
said.
